This  historical  index  of  Pioneers  and  Patriots  of  Long  Island  in 
New  York  State,  makes  no  pretense  ot  being  complete.  It  is  designed 
as  an  inexpensive  guide  for  descendants  in  the  United  States  of  cer¬ 
tain  families  of  Puritan,  Colonial,  or  Revolutionary  background — a 
record  of  outstanding  ancestry — and  is  privately  printed  and  circu¬ 
lated. 

A  synopsis  sketches  briefly  early  discoveries  and  settlements  of 
Long  Island  by  the  Dutch,  French  and  English,  likewise  Huguenots  and 
Quaker  families  are  slightly  mentioned  with  a  view  to  publication  later 
of  "Pioneers  and  Patriots  of  New  Netherlands",  in  which  the  Walloon, 
Huguenot,  Dutch  and  Quakers  in  Manhattan,  Queens  County,  Staten 
Island  and  New  Jersey  better  may  be  treated  as  a  whole.

G|  HISTORICAL  SYNOPSIS  J0 


Three  great  nations  claimed  Long  Island  by  right  of  discovery — 
England,  France  end  Holland.  Overlapping  Charter  rights  caused 
much  dissention  in  early  days.  Yet  Long  Island,  proportionate  to 
geographical  area,  has  produced  as  many  patriots  and  famous  families 
as  any  of  its  Colonial  parents. 

Modern  historians  give  to  John  Cabot  from  England,  credit  for 
viewing  Long  Island  first,  1514.  John  Verazzani,  the  Florentine  navi¬ 
gator,  sailing  under  the  French  flag,  first  traded  at  New  York,  1524. 
Henry  Hudson,  of  England,  exploring  for  Holland,  first  navigated  and 
named  the  Hudson  river,  1609. 

Adrian  Block,  Dutch  navigator,  passed  Hell  Gate,  visited  the 
Sound,  and  fortified  outposts  at  New  York,  Block  Island,  and  the  dis¬ 
puted  territory  of  Connecticut,  near  Hartford,  during  1613-14. 

A  special  charter  for  the  colonization  of  Dutch  discoveries  from 
Cape  May  to  Nova  Scotia  was  granted  by  Holland  in  1614  under  the 
title  New  Netherlands,  but  it  was  not  until  1623  that  permanent  colo¬ 
nization  was  attempted.  Then  Cornelius  Jacobsen  May,  a  French 
Prolestant  from  Holland  settled  at  Brooklyn.  Eight  families  settled 
Long  Island,  between  Gravesend  and  Flushing. 

Although  Peter  Minuet,  first  Dutch  Governor,  had  occupied 
Brooklyn,  1623-5,  and  had  extended  holdings  to  Flatlands,  Flatbush, 
Gravesend,  and  possibly  New  Utrecht,  it  was  not  until  1636  that  Gov¬ 
ernor  Wouter,  Van  Twiller,  Jacobes  Van  Corlear,  Andries  Hudde, 
Wolpert  Garritson,  Jacob  Wolphertson,  Brandt  Van  Schlectenhurst, 
Lubert  Van  Dinklaegen,  Govert  Lookermans,  Cornelius  Van  Ruyvin, 
and  Jacob  Backer  bought  land  by  deed  from  the  Indians. 


English  colonization  began  about  1640  following  the  grant  of 
Long. Island  made  by  Charles  I  to  the  Earl  of  Sterling.  >  )

A  patent,  under  the  Sterling  grant,  to  Dutch  lands  was  given  to 
Captain  James  Howe,  Job  Sayre,  George  Wilbur,  William  Harker 
"and  associates",  who  were  later  identified  as  Edward  Howell,  Daniel 
Howe,  John  Gosmer,  Edmund  Farrington,  Thomas  Halsey,  Edward 
Needham,  Allen  Breed,  Thomas  Sayre,  Henry  Walton  and  George 
Wells  from  Lynn,  Mass.  Upon  landing  at  Cow  Bay  they  were  arrested 
by  the  Dutch  and  taken  before  the  governor.  Later  in  that  year  they 
settled  permanently  at  Southampton. 

Many  pioneers  and  Indian  fighters  of  Captain  John  Underhill's 
type,  soldiers  in  the  Pequot  war,  took  the  simple  course  of  purchasing 
lands  from  Dutch  settlers  by  deed.  Thus  Underhill  secured  the  Andrew 
Hudde  plantation  at  Flatbush,  1642,  going  to  Southold  and  Oyster 
Bay  later.  Thomas  Hall,  leased  the  Van  Twiller  mansion,  1641. 

Southold  was.  colonized,  1 640  from  New  Haven  under  lease  of 
Farrett;  Hempstead,  1643  by  men  from  Wethersfield,  Conn.,  origi¬ 
nally  from  Watertown,  Mass.;  Flushing,  1645,  by  English  protestants 
who  fled  to  Holland,  and  later  by  Quakers;  Easthampton,  between 
1648-51,  by  a  New  Haven  company  from  Lynn,  Mass.;  Huntington, 
1653,  from  Sandwich,  Mass.;  Oyster  Bay,  1653,  by  Rev.  William 
Leverich  and  Peter  Wright,  with  others  from  Sandwich;  Brookhaven, 
1655,  from  Boston,  Mass.;  Newtown  and  Jamaica  likewise;  Smithtown, 
1663  by  Richard  Smith  from  Rhode  Island. 

During  the  Revolution,  occupancy  of  the  British  following  the 
Batile  of  Long  Island,  brought  brother  against  brother  in  war,  resulted 
in  Tory  and  Patriot  persecution,  engendered  smuggling  and  spying, 
created  raids  and  counter  raids  upon  Connecticut,  drove  thousands  of 
persons  to  other  States  as  refugees  and  soldiers,  and  ultimately  segre¬ 
gated  a  large  part  of  the  contemporary  population  to  Nova  Scotia 
and  England.  Many  of  the  refugees  fought  in  New  York  and  Connec¬ 
ticut.  Regiments  and  their  names  and  service  are  most  difficult  to 
idenHfy.  The  descendants  of  Long  Island  Patriots  are  scattered  over 
the  great  United  States.
